TTIS  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
J--*-  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
the  Regulations  governing-  the  Approval,  Sale, 
Installation,  and  Maintenance  of  Oil-burners 
and  Oil-burning  Equipment  and  Appliances 
using  Inflammable  Liquids  as  Fuel,  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  ‘  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  1473,  approved  on  the  27th  day  of 
November,  1934,  and  published  in  'the  Gazette 
for  1934  at  pages  1779-1782,  as  amended  by 
Order  in  Council  No.  1297,  approved  on  the 
1st  day  of  November,  1935,  and  Order  in 
Council  No.  1057,  approved  on  the  15th  day  of 
September,  1936,  be  further  amended  in  the 
form  and  manner  set  out  in  the  following 
amendments : — 

1.  Section  5  of  the  said  regulations  is 

amended  by  adding  to  the  said  section  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following:  “No  permit  shall 
be  necessary  in  the  case  of  portable  oil-  burning 
equipment  which  does  not  require  to  be  con¬ 
nected  to  a  chimney.” 

2.  Section  8  of  the  said  regulations  is 

amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  in 
clause  (d)  thereof,  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following:  “  The  chimney,  if  constructed 
on  or  before  November  27th,  1934,  shall  be  of 
concrete,  brick,  or  masonry  construction,  and  if 
constructed  after  that  date  shall  conform  to  the 
regulations  for  the  construction  of  chimneys 
made  pursuant  to  the  ‘  Fire  Marshal  Act.’  ” 

3.  Section  8  of  the  said  regulations  is  further 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (e)  thereof,  and 
substituting  thereof  the  following:- — 

“(e.)  The  heating  plant  in  connection  with 
oil-burners,  if  installed  on  or  before  November 
27th,  1934,  in  any  hotel  or  public  building  as 
defined  by  the  ‘  Fire  Marshal  Act,’  shall  be 
enclosed  or  suitably  protected  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  an  officer  to  prevent  the  spread  of  fire, 
and  if  installed  after  that  date  shall  be  enclosed 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  for  furnace 
chambers  made  pursuant  to  the  ‘  Fire  Marshal 
Act.’  ” 

4.  Section  10  of  the  said  regulations  is 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (c)  thereof,  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  (c.)  Domestic  oil-burners,  if  installed  on  or 
before  November  27th,  1934,  shall  be  connected 
to  a  chimney  of  concrete,  brick,  or  masonry  con¬ 
struction,  but  if  installed  after  that  date  the 
chimney  shall  comply  with  the  regulations 
made  pursuant  to  the  ‘  Fire  Marshal  Act  ’ 
governing  the  construction  of  chimneys.” 

5.  Section  11  of  the  said  regulations  is 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (a)  thereof, 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“(a.)  No  range  oil-burner  shall  be  installed 
on  the  ground  floor  or  the  second  story  of  any 
hotel  or  public  building  as  defined  by  the  ‘  Fire 
Marshal  Act,’  or  in  any  building  over  tidal  or 
navigable  water,  except  under  special  condi¬ 
tions  approved  in  writing  by  an  officer.  No 
range  oil-burner  shall  be  installed  above  the 
second  story  of  any  building.” 


6.  Section  11  of  the  said  regulations  is 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  as 
clause  ( h )  : — 

“  (h.)  Every  range  oil-burner  of  a  gravity- 
feed  type  shall  be  connected  to  a  chimney  ol  a 
construction  approved  by  an  officer.” 

7.  Section  12  of  the  said  regulations  is 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (d)  thereof, 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

“(</.)  Except  as  provided  in  clause  (a)  of 
section  11  of  these  regulations,  no  tank  shall 
be  located  above  the  lowest  floor  of  any  build¬ 
ing-,  nor  shall  any  tank  exceeding  fifty-five 
gallons  in  capacity  be  installed  or  located  inside 
any  building,  and  for  the  purpose  of  trans¬ 
ferring  oil  fuel  from  such  tank  to  a  supply-tank 
an  approved  pump  shall  be  used.  No  faucet, 
spigot,  or  other  gravity  device  and  no  siphon 
shall  be  installed  or  used  for  the  purpose  of 
withdrawing  oil  fuel  from  the  tank.” 

8.  Section  12  of  the  said  regulations  is 
further  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  follow¬ 
ing  as  clause  ( e )  : — 

“  (e.)  No  person  shall  install  or  maintain  in 
any  building  any  tank  for  oil-fuel  storage 
having  a  storage  capacity  of  more  than  six 
gallons  unless  such  tank  be  equipped  with  an 
outside  vent-pipe  of  galvanized  iron  of  not  less 
than  three-quarters  of  an  inch  internal  di¬ 
ameter.  Such  vent-pipe  shall  rise  to  a  height 
of  not  less  than  twelve  feet  above  the  ground- 
level  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a  return 
bend,  and  shall  not  come  within  three  feet  of 
any  door,  window,  or  other  opening  in  such 
building.” 

9.  Section  13  of  the  said  regulations  is 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (c)  thereof, 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“(c.)  Every  supply-tank  having  a  capacity 
of  more  than  six  gallons  shall  be  installed  on  an 
incombustible  stand  not  less  than  one  foot  and 
not  more  than  three  feet  from  the  floor  and  not 
less  than  ten  feet  from  the  furnace.  The  tank 
shall  be  made  of  sheet  metal  of  not  less  than 
No.  16  B.S.G.,  and  shall  have  all  seams  riveted 
and  caulked,  braze-welded  or  electrically  welded 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  mechanically  anc. 
hydraulically  tight.  The  tank  shall  be  equip¬ 
ped  with  an  outside  vent-pipe  or  galvanized 
iron  of  not  less  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch 
inside  diameter,  which  shall  rise  to  a  height 
of  not  less  than  twelve  feet  above  the  ground- 
level  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a  return  bend. 
The  opening  for  filling  shall  be  in  the  top  of  the 
supply-tank  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a  screw- 
plug  or  cap  which  shall,  except  when  the  tank 
is  being  filled,  be  kept  screwed  into  the  open¬ 
ing.  Where  oil  fuel  is  filled  into  the  supply- 
tank  from  a  tank  wagon  it  shall  be  done  by 
means  of  a  hose  equipped  with  an  automatic 
shut-off  nozzle  so  adjusted  that  when  the  opera¬ 
tor’s  hand  is  removed  the  flow  of  oil  will  be 
cut  off  immediately,  or  by  means  of  a  closed 
can.

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Occupation  of  Barbering . 

T)URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
T  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being  chapter  47 
of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934,  and 
amendments  thereto,  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  ex¬ 
pression  “  barbering  ”  includes  the  work  of 
male  persons  engaged  in  the  shaving  of  the 
face  or  cutting  or  trimming  or  singeing  of  the 
hair  or  beard  for  hire,  gain,  or  hope  of  reward, 
or  in  connection  with  any  of  the  foregoing  the 
shampooing  or  massaging  or  the  treating  the 
head  or  face. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  male 
persons  employed  in  beauty-parlours  or  hair- 
dressing-shops  while  working  on  women  or 
children  only. 

3.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  under  section  6  of  the  said 
“  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  minimum 
wage  for  every  employee  in  the  occupation  of 
barbering  whose  week  consists  of  forty  (40) 
hours  or  more  shall  be  the  sum  of  eighteen 
dollars  (S18)  per  week. 

4.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  tinder  section  6  of  the  said 
“  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  minimum 
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barbering  whose  week  consists  of  less  than 
forty  (40)  hours  shall  be  the  sum  of  forty- 
five  cents  (45c.)  per  hour:  Provided,  however, 
that  the  minimum  wage  for  any  such  employee 
in  any  one  day  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  and  eighty  cents  ($1.80). 

5.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on 
the  14th  day  of  June,  1937,  and  shall  be  in 
substitution  for  Order  No.  8  of  the  Board 
respecting  the  Occupation  of  Barbering,  dated 
the  12th  day  of  July,  1934,  which  is  hereby 
rescinded.

(a.)  “  Public  Housekeeping  Occupation  ”  in¬ 
cludes  the  work  of  waitresses,  atten¬ 
dants,  housekeepers,  cooks,  and  kitchen- 
help  in  restaurants,  hotels,  tea-rooms, 
ice-cream  parlours,  light-lunch  stands, 
and  other  places  where  food  is  cooked, 
prepared,  and  served  for  which  a  charge 
is  made;  and  the  work  of  chambermaids 
in  hotels,  lodging-houses,  and  apart¬ 
ments  where  lodging  is  furnished, 
whether  or  not  such  establishments  are 
operated  independently  or  in  connection 
with  any  other  business: 

( b .)  “Resort  hotel”  means  any  establish¬ 
ment  situated  outside  the  boundaries  of 
any  municipality,  or  any  village  munici¬ 
pality  incorporated  under  the  “  Village 
Municipalities  Act”: 

(c.)  “  Summer  season  ”  means  and  includes 
that  part  of  the  year  from  the  15th  day 
of  June  to  the  15th  day  of  September, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

2.  That  no  employee  in  a  resort  hotel  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  Public  Housekeeping  Occupation 
shall  work  or  be  on  duty  during  the  summer 
season  for  more  than  ten  (10)  hours  in  any 
one  day,  nor  for  more  than  fifty-four  (54) 
hours  in  any  one  week. 

3.  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  in 
the  Public  Housekeeping  Occupation  who  is 
employed  for  a  greater  number  of  hours  than 
forty-eight  (48)  in  any  one  week  during  the 
summer  season  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  not 
less  than  time  and  one-half  for  such  excess 
time  according  to  the  legal  rate  to  which  she 
is  entitled  under  the  provisions  of  Order  No. 
30  of  the  Board,  dated  the  26th  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1935,  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in 
the  Public  Housekeeping  Occupation. 

4.  That  said  Order  No.  30  of  the  Board, 
dated  the  26th  day  of  September,  1935,  is  hereby 
varied  accordingly.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be

made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the

which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent,  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage 
of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether 
they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not,  and 
the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or 
for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to 
such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de¬ 
parted  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed  in 
accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7V2  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.
